vou of the soK m i o!.ligation you are under to perform the duties arising from 
that trust, with p rtert fidelity. Tendering you my most cordial and respectful 
salutations, and repeating the assurance heretofore given; of my perfect rea¬ 
diness heartily to co-operate with you in all measures having a tendency to 
promote the public good—let us unite in supplicating the Divine Goodness to 
over-rule and direct all our proceedings in such a manner as to promote the 
best interests ot the people of Alabama, and furnish an example worthy the 
imitation of after times. 


In the history of the past year, nothing has occurred in our public affairs 
out of the ordinary course of events. Every branch of industry is likely to 
meet a corresponding reward; and it is a source of peculiar satisfaction to be 
enabled to remark, that, by a most praiseworthy and commendable system 
of frugality and industry, the people are rapidly extricating themselves from 
the pecuniary embarrassments almost necessarily and inseparably incident to 
a season of apparent prosperity, and of actual exertion, speculation and enter¬ 
prise, like that through which we, in common with others, have recently 
passed. With annual and increasing exports of upwaids of twenty millions 
of dollars, and with vast resources not yet fully developed, and, consequently 
unproductive, nothing is wanting but perseverance in the habits of industry 
so happily begun, and now in successful operation, to enable Alabama to pro¬ 
gress rapidly in the onward march to the high rank she is destined to attain 
among.the States m the Yt.mrii an Union. To exalt her to that proud station, 
should be the incessant obje< t f her public servants. 

Under the act of the Oth of January, 1841, entitled “ An act to wind up the 
land office at Courtland.” I appointed Robert Fenner and R. B. Jones, Esq’s, 
commissioners to make im «• settlement with the Register and Receiver, and 


with all other officers conn-. -ted with said office, whose accounts were unset¬ 
tled. This duty was n imptly performed by the commissioners, and I am, 
happv to be able to say that the business of said office had been conducted 
with period rnUIity. The books and papers pertaining 4o the office, have, 
aeon ding to the provUior ~ of the act for winding up its affairs, been trans¬ 
ferred to the office of the Secretary of State. The report of the commission¬ 
ers will, no doubt, be communicated to you in due time : and as\he act under 
which they were appointed made no provision for their compensation, it will 
become your duty to make a suitable provision upon that subject. The ex* 
pense of transferring the books and papers from Courtland to the State de¬ 
partment was paid out of the contingent fund. v : . 

In fulfilment of the duty imposed on the Executive, by the act of the 9th 
January, 1841, entitled “ An act in relation to the public arms,” I completed 
the Board of commissioners created by the act for the erection of the State 
Capitol, by adding to the number John D. Phelan, Dennis Dent, and Jones 
M. Withers; and the commissioners, after the Board was organized, purchas¬ 
ed a building already erected, in an eligible part of the city, for a State Arse¬ 
nal, for three thousand dollars—provided the Legislature should sanction it* 
Fully Satisfied that the commissioners consulted the interest of the State, m 
purchasing, rather than building, and that ■ the house and lot purchased are 
richly worth the money agreed-to be paid for them, I respectful 1 y r e commena 
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appropriation heretofore made and applied to that object.) A part of tine for¬ 
mer appropriation, as will be seen irom the Comptroller's report, wa$ reser¬ 
ved. bv the commissioners, for the purpose ol making the necessary rjepiirs and 
alteration in the building purcliased, to adapt it. to the use intended to be 
made of it. (food and sufficient titles have already been expoujted jto the 
State, to the properly in question. i 1 

The act making it my duty to cause the camp equipage, furqished ht the 
cxj>e11>e o! tiie State, to he sold, in those brigades of Militia in which encamp¬ 
ment drills have been abolished, has not been complied with. It otduiried to 
me, on reflection, that the attempt to sell these articles would result,■almost 
certainly, in nearly the entire' loss of the amount expended in their purchase. 
1 therefore considered that it would be better to have them brought to the 
scat ol Coveniment, and deposited in the public Arsenal, which is Isufficient- 
ly capacious to hold them, and where they can be taken care of With very 
little additional trouble or expense. In order to prevent the further accumu¬ 
lation ol expense on this subject, 1 caused an order to be Issued on the 25th 
day ol June, lHll,to prohibit the further purchase of articles of this descrip¬ 
tion, at the expense of the State—and informing Brigadier Geherals com¬ 
manding brigades in which the encampment drills had not been abolished, 
and which were unfurnished with camp equipage, that they could be sup¬ 
plied from those in which camp equipage had been furnished,' arid iji Which 
the drills were abolished. " i i I [

True policy, therciore, and a desire 'o see such laws as may be enacted

Inasmuch as 1 have hut recently been officially informed, by tiie commis¬ 
sioners, of the completion ol the building, 1 have not issued a proclamation 
giving died and operation to the penal code.

f I he Banking system oi the State oi Alabama, continues to he a subject of 
increasing solicitude and anxiety with the community at large, and will, 1 trust, 
commend itselt to the early and diligent attention ul the General Assembly. 
This system has been in operation eighteen years. In that time it has expe¬ 
rienced all the vicissitudes ol prosperity and adversity, to which a period of 
that duration subjects human institutions, it has passed^ through seasons of 
great prosperity, calculated to develope and unfold its abilities and usefulness]; 
and it has experienced the wintry gale of adversity to a sufficient extent to 
test its energies, and the correctness of the principles oil which it is founded. 
Aided by the full light of experience and intimate observation, through along 
series of years, the grave and important questions now presented, for the de- . 
liberate consideration of the General Assembly, are, whether,upon a full and 
pandid review of the operation and effect of this system upon the public inter¬ 
est, it has answered well the ends and the objects of its establishment, by fur¬ 
nishing a circulation of steady undepreciated value; affording a safe depository 
for the public funds—-and furnishes a reasonable hope that it will, by the suc¬ 
cess of its operations, continue to pay the interest on the capital stock; and 
finally to reimburse that capital, lor the payment of which the faith and cred¬ 
it of the State are solemnly pledged? However gratifying it might be to a 
just sense of patriotism and State pride, to be able to give an affirmative anr 
stverto all these questions, candor imperatively requires that most of them 
should be answered in the negative. For, although it is with pleasure admit¬ 
ted that the public funds committed to the custody and safe-keeping of the 
bank, and forming a part of the capital; the paym'ent of the interest and re¬ 
demption of the stock, depending as they do, upon the sure foundation of our 
plighted public faith, are beyond the reach of accident; it is no less true, that 
the present condition of the banks is not such as to afford satisfaction and en¬ 
couragement to the community, either in regard to their past management 
or to inspire full confidence in their future success. I 'The large amount ofbad: 
and doubtful debts—-the enormous suras due from, individuals, most of which 
will, in all probability, should the general bankrupt law go into effect, be set- 
$ed in the compendious mode of schedule and affidavit,-—aiid the fearful enti 
<$roachment already made on the capital stock—are considerations well cal¬ 
culated to cast the most ominous conjectures on the success of the whole 
system.

It Ms beeri 
my misfortune to differ with a majority of the Legislature,! ih relation to the 1 
manner of ('looting bank directors; and in relation to many important poirits 
of policy in the management of the banks. Whether thej measures re Jom- 
mended by me would,have been salutary in their operation, Camjioli, vipth cer¬ 
tainty. lie asserted; but that the course pursued by the Legislature has been 
most disastrous in its effects upon the banks, is, unfortunately,! no lohgeii a 
problem. But for the settled conviction resting on my own mind; that i r the 
present stale of society, a paper currency is indispensable!, ftndicalr bb biffjrq 
constitutionally furnished by the States, and not bjy the General Government, 
the discouragements 5 have experienced in endeavoring, $o far as; Alai; ama 
is concerned, to place the State banks on a better footing, Iwouldj have in driv¬ 
ed me to abandon the present system altogether, and todiave looked to shine 
other expedient, within the purview of the constitution, as a substi ;ufe. And 
I still think, with entire respect for the opinion of others, that the State bahfc 
system is susceptible of being rendered a source qf incalculable benefit to the 
people of Alabama. I believe further, that the State bank system is; desi inM 
ultimately, under some modification or other, to furnish the paper circulation 
of this Union. '■ b'-tYj ’• r : f .

iSo doubt it will bo objected, to the proposition to reduce the number of di¬ 
rectors, that it is aristocratic to take power from a large and bestow it on a 
smaller number: and that the proposition to increase the compensation, is an¬ 
ti-republican in its tendency. These objections sound loftily in theory, and 
are strictly correct in practice. But the mistake, the entire mistake, consists' 
in their application the present ease. Who ever heard of a man seeking the 
appointment ot a hank director either Irom patriotic motives or for the dis¬ 
tinction it confers.’ (hi the contrary, the accounts of many of the directors 
from lSd t to 1SM7, prove that they were under the influence of a much more 
poweriul motive than the love ot country or the love of fame. And, even 
if it were otherwise, it may be safely affirmed that no greater or more fatal 
error lias been, or can he, committed, in regard to the management of the 
banks, than that they ought to he conducted on what arc usually termed pop¬ 
ular principles. The oliieo of hank directors certainly would be, of all oth¬ 
ers, the most desirable, if the capital of the bank was increased by beino-con¬ 
stantly uswh and every man could he supplied with whatever amount his ne¬ 
cessities required, whether lie was able to pay it or mot.- But this not being 
the case, the capital being borrowed, no man ought to be permitted to borrow 
unless he he able and willing to pay. Equally delusive and ruinous to the 
banks, will be found the fanciful expectation of obtaining competent talents to 
manage the laborious and multifarious concerns of a banking institution, al¬ 
ready extensively embarrassed, ably and successfully, without adequate com¬ 
pensation. It may be remarked, as a general rule, both in regard to public 
and private affairs, that those who are willing to labor for nothing, fall, most 
usually, under the denomination of hard bargains. This , remark does not, of 
course, refer to offices which confer great political distinction, which are 
doubtless sought, in many instances, even at an entire sacrifice of every thing 
like pecuniary emolument, from a love of honest fame and the more erino- 
bling feeling of patriotism. But, so far as our banks are concerned, experi¬ 
ence furnishes ample testimony to the fact, that their present embarrassed: 
condition isowing in a grat measure to the election, in former periods, of di¬ 
rectors, who accepted the situations without any stipulated compensation suf¬ 
ficient to compensate a man of ordinary capacity, with the fixed determina¬ 
tion to compensate themselves. Volunteers certainly answer admirably ini 
■some departments of service; but experience hasampty proved, that they are 
not always the appropriate corps from which to select bank directors. The 
most fatal tendency of the present course pursued, both in legislation and the 
management of the banks, is, that it will inevitably place them under the con- : 
trdi of their debtors. Let this state of things be j once accomplished, and. it 
requires no participation in the spirit qf prophecy] to foretell! that dhe best di- 
recfeiliegislation afterwards will be of no avail*.. ,. 8 | . { ! j 

Transacting a large portion of their business on long time, has also been a l 
prolific source of evil to the banks, and one, 1 the effect of which,.. they cannot 
much longer withstand.

St is a maxim, that to tax ana to piease, 
any more than to love and be wise, is a dilheult matter 13ut it is also true, 
that taxation, in some form or other, is indispensable to thesupport of govern- 
merit: ami inv own rcilcctions lon^ shut led me to conelucir}, that if the amount 
was kent down to the actual wants of the government, the more directly it 
was paid the better. The people are then constantly sensible jof the amount 
of the contribution exacted irom them for the support of igoyernment; and 
they take care that they never exceed the amount absolutely necessary for 
its support, administered on the most economical scale., Whatever may be 
the correctness of this view, I have sufficient confidence jnj t|he patriotism and 
magnanimity of the people of Alabama, exhibited on so many occasions, to 
believe that tlicv will submit cheerfully to the payment of a sufficient amount 
to defray the expenses of the State government; more especially when, by 
doing so, they will avert evils of greater magnitude. Indeed, I feel fully sat¬ 
isfied, that the people will not, for a moment, compromit their aigh claims to 
magnanimity, bv loaning on the banks to defray the lex pejnse s ot the State 
government, when those institutions are not in a situation to redgemtheir own 
notes. It wdre superfluous to remind the Generdl Assembly, that taxation is, 
of all others, the most delicate.opcration of free government, and that in a- j 
mount it ought to be kept down to an jeconomicd.il stindarjl; and! be so regu- : 
lated, as to operate with as much equality as is attffinjible m human affairs. 

The law setting apart 8200,000 annually, in aid oi the valueless sixteenth 
sections, operates most injuriously on the interest ar d the b jsiness t of the j 
hanks, and ought to be repealed. It is admitted that the a p - ir o p r at ion of this ,j 
sum is directed to a most commendable and desirable objec.; aid if the baipiks 
were in the Full tide of successful operation, I should not idvc ca ;e :^ e with¬ 
drawal of this appropriation, from an object deaf to eyery. patriot, and deep¬ 
ly interesting!, if judiciously applied, to a part of the rising .gqnei ation.. -But 
to be just before we are generous, is a maxim that holds ds® gc od in political, 
as in moral or legal, ethics; and, in the present Condition <j>| th 2 banks, it is a 
.departureifroin the straight pathway of common honesty! whip lis always the . 
best policy, to require them to perform acts of individual laccc mmodation or

The various laws now/in force for the relief of bank debtors, are believed 
to have been salutary in their operation, and, while they continue to be pro¬ 
perly applied! and enforced, need no alteration. j g . ^ _ 

It is not improbable that some of the views 
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to ho harsh and ruiorous. They have been reluctantly extorted from me bv" 
the condition ot the hanks, and a deep sense of the high and solemn obliga¬ 
tions <>t otlieial duty. And. permit me to add, in conclusion on this subject 
that if the Legislature, in their wisdom, should he able to devise any other 
plan, more likely to etlectuate the objects which I feel satisfied we have alike 
in view, it will receive my cordial sanction.and approbation. Impelled bv a 
constant desire to preserve tin.' faith and credit of the State unimpaired; I have 
more than once recommended the propriety of providing a permanent and 
etiicieiit sinking fund, for the redemption of our State bonds, and the extin¬ 
guishment ot our public debt; and I avail myself of the present occasion to 
express the hope, that the Legislature will keep this object steadily in view. 

It is impossible to recur to our banking system, without being admonished, 
that ill- -ed on borrowed capital, and that the faith and credit of the State 
fire ■■■.■cm v ''bulged for the payment of that capital. And Alabama owes 
it to herself; w her past history, every period of which is signalized by. devo¬ 
tion to sound principles; she owes it to her future lame, and to the great and 
good men to whom she is indebted for the rich inheritance of a written consti¬ 
tution, to pursue such a course as will enable her at all times to redeem the 


obligations of her plighted faith with scrupulous fidelity. • 

There is another subject which inclination and duty alike, render it proper 
to bring to your notice. It will be recollected that, on the 1st day of Jan- 5 

uary, 1841, the General Assembly passed a law establishing the general . i 
ticket system, in the election of members to Congress from the State of Ala- ■ i 
bamn. At the time this law passed, the period for which the members of 
the House of Representatives had been chosen, under the district system, had 
expired. In consequence of the Proclamation of the President of the Uni- 1 
ted States, requiring Congress to convene on the !>lst of May, it becamene- ; j 
cessarv, either to convene the Legislature, or leave the 'people of Alabama f 
unrepresented in the popular branch of the National Legislature. Under or- f 
dinary circumstances, appreciating the inestimable right of representation* 1 |• 
I should have considered it proper; but in view of the difficulties then impen- | 

ding over the country, and which I regret to say have Hot been much dimin- j 

ished, all the promises of amendment, reformation, and relief to the contrary J- 
notwithstanding,! considered it my imperitive duty to convene the Legislature* ft; 
in order to provide for the emergency which had occurred. Considering j

The constitutional provision which governs and controls this question is 
in the ioll<>win'_r words: “3/..unhers ol" the House of Representatives shall be » 
chosen every second year by the people of the several States^and the elec¬ 
tors in each State shall possess the qualifications requisite for electors of the 
most numerous branch of the State Legislature.” [Art. 1, Sec. 2, Constitu¬ 
tion el the ( . S.] This provision contains a clear and positive reservation 
ot power, to tfte people of the several States, to choose members of the , 
House ol Representatives; and the only limitation or restriction upon this 
power is, that the electors shall possess the qualifications requisite forelectors 
of the most numerous .branch of the State Legislature. In order to under¬ 
stand correctly the nature and extent of this power, it will be necessary to 
recur fora moment to the history of the country,, prior to the adoption of 
the constitution, and to inquire into the reasons which led to the adoption of 
that instrument, and the great rights intended to be secured by it. The 
errand moving cause which led to the revolution that separated this country 
from Great Britain, was the denial of the right of representation— aright 
which is asserted, in the most memorable declaration to be found in the re¬ 
corded history of nations, to he “inestimable to freemen, and formidable to 
tyrants only.” Who made this declaration? Who. made this remarkable 


declaration? The people of the several States. Who were the actors in 
those desperate scenes of danger and glory that succeeded this declaration, 
and marked the progress ot the revolution to that glorious consumption 
which presents the proudest achievement of human exertion? The people 
of the several States. Who, when the battles of thd revolution were over, 


assembled, through their representatives, in solemn convention, for the pur¬ 
pose of casting the mould of a new government, and ot testing the great * 
and then untried experiment of man’s capacity for self government? The 
people of the several States. And who, it may be asked, when the strifes 
and conflicts of the revolution were over, were entitled to haye that great right* 
for which they had toiled and suffered through all the horrors of a seven 
years war, secured to them in the amplest form? Thp answer is still the 
same; the people of the several States. That people who had borne, the 
flag of an oppressed and bleeding country triumphantly through the bloody,; 
scenes of a thrice glorious revolution, and presented it untarnished to be 
planted on the ramparts of a written constitution. Hence we see,jthat in. 
allotting rewards to those who best deserved them, and in placing power 
where it could best be wielded, the framers of the constitution declared, in 
the very first article of that instrument, that the members .of the House of 
Representatives, that great citadel of freedom and ofj popular rights, should 
be “chosen every second year, by the people of the several States;” \ What 
is meant by the people of a State? When historians or statesmen speak of 
the people of an empire, a nation of state, the common sense, and tjhe uni- 
versaLusage and understanding of mankind, is, that they speak of thejpeopie 
of such empire, nation or state, in their aggregate, undivided character as & 
people. When the framers of the constitution spoke of the people of the 
several States, they meant those separate, independent political

The error which seems to have prevailed on this subject, 
consists in supposing: that the constitution of the United States cpnhded to 
the State Legislatures discretionary power in relation to the choosing ot 
members of Congress, and that in the election of members of the House of 
Ueoresentatives, it was competent lor the Legislature to prescribe me quali¬ 
fications of the electors and limit their right to choose. Bnj. this idea has 
not the semblance of a foundation in the constitution. I he right to choose, 
the qualideations of the elected and the electors, and the tirpoof icrvice of 
the members, are all lixed by the constitution: and neithei the Legislature 
nor Congress have the power to alter them. The only provision of the con¬ 
stitution, that gives the {State Legislatures any power over this subject, is 
the following: “The times, places and manner of holding for Sen¬ 

ators and Representatives shall be prescribed in each State, by the Legisla¬ 
ture thereof: hut the Congress may at any time alter such regulations, ex¬ 
cept as to the place of choosing Senators.” [4 Sec. 5 Art. Coni U. S.] 

- What power does this section confer on the State Legislatures? The 
power to prescribe the times, places and manner of holding the elections, 
and nothing more. The reservation ot power to the peqjyle is to choose 
representatives. The reservation of power to the State: LegisL.ture is to 
prescribe the times, places and manner of holding the elections and it cer¬ 
tainly cannot require an argument to point out the difference between

Neither is there conceived to be any soundness in the doctfinp which pre¬ 
vails to a great extent, that both the two modes of electing jrrifeiijbers to Con¬ 
gress are constitutional. Either may be constitutional, jiuti ibqth cannot be; 
because their effect upon the elective franchise is entirely different, j Under 


the general ticket system, a qualified voter in the Stat6 of New York would 
heentitlcd to vote fojr forty members of Congress, because! hej.w is one of an ag¬ 
gregate community whose numbers entitle them to ttnlkt hubyer* lof repre- : 
seutatives. Whereas, a qualified voter in Pennsylvania, uic ear the district j 
system, would only be entitled to vote for one, although he possessed pre¬ 
cisely the same qualifications that the voter in New York did, and derived i 
his right to vote from the very same clause in the constitution. It never j 
could have been the intention of the framers of the cbnstitfdt^qnJ jto | authorise ; 
the practice of a system, which would operate with such gross inequality. 
They doubtless intended that the rule to be established shopld be uniform, 
abd that 'a freeman, possessing xh^barrie qualifications in, one ^tate of the y 
Union, should enjoy[the sarne ^rivileges that] another freeman residing, in a 
different State, should enjoy. llTjthe object was to restrict the right of suf¬ 
frage in the election 1 oL representatives to the narrowest possible limits, then 
the district system is I the proper one.

There is another point of view r in which this subject may he placed, which 
renders it one o4' vast, nut to say vital, importance to the rights and to the 
States. Whatever may he the power of the State Legislatures over the 
election of members of the house of representatives, that power is liable, at 
any moment, to be exercised by Congress. Congress may, according to the

litution, at any tithe alter whatever regulations the State Legislatures 


may make on this subject. Suppose then, the district system to be correct, 
and that Congress should exercise the power, which they may, at any time. 
What, I ask, would become of life security, of the rightsof the people, and 
the sovereignly of the States, when the general government has the power 


to lay oil' districts in such a manner as to ensure a compliance with the 


views of that government, in all instances whatever. The only country un¬ 
der the sun in which this system of electing representatives by geographical 
limits lias prevailed to the full extent, was revolutionary France. There the 
whole nation was divided into districts, (departments.) and it was equally 
easy to elect a priest or assassin from either, whichever was most likely to 
answer the purposes of a furious and unbridled' despotism. But, let the 
general ticket system bo established, and all that Congress can do is simply 
to declare the time, place and manner of holding the elections. It will 
not be expected that in a communication like this, i should notice all the ar¬ 
guments that have been employed in opposition to this measure!; and much 
less that I should attempt to answer them. I shall notice only those that 
have been urged with most zeal. 1 p, p ' j L;i[ 

Among the objections to this measure entitled to the most weight is the 
one, that it will give undue weight and influence in the house of representa¬ 
tives, to the large and popular States. If this! measure involved no higher 
principle than a mere scramble for power, this view of it might be encour¬ 
aged and possibly sustained. But,popular liberty is not. a commodity to bo 
measured out with a stinted hand, or defined by geographical linfjts-p-it in¬ 
heres and belongs to men. According to tlie true theory of our govern¬ 
ment, and of all popular, government^, the same number of freempn posses¬ 
sing the necessary qualifications to vote in one section of the U nion, possess, 
and ought to exercise, the same power that the same number of freemen pos¬ 
sessing like qualifications, possess, and ought to exercise, in another section 
of the Union. The safest and most virtuous rule, in public as well as private 
affairs, is boldly and firmly to assert and maintain our own rights, and cheer¬ 
fully accord to others the enjoyment of theirs. And it was never intended!

a minority m a recent National election, the manner of conducting as well as 
the result ot which will be remembered at least as long as the forms of the 
constitution last, were disfranchised. But not so—they took their chances at 
l' i• ■ ballot box — they east their votes in that memorable contest — hut the ma- _ 
joi.ty oi numbers was against them—and yielding to that great distinctive ** 
feature of representative; republican government, that the will of a majority, 
expressed according to the forms of the constitution, shall govern, they quiet¬ 
ly submitted to dffcat—but not to disfranchisement. No doubt many of them 
expect to vote in a similar election again, and, judging from the sigus^of the 
times, with sanguine hopes of better success. If this modern doctrine of dis¬ 
franchisement is correct, there is a portion of the people disfranchised in eve- 
iy popular election, where there is a contest, from the election of a constable ■ 
up to the election ol Chief Magistrate of the United States. This subject 
renders reference to another principle not improper; and that is, the rights of 
minorities. All men possessing the qualifications established.by the consti¬ 
tution are eligible to oilice, and have a right to vote, no matter what may be 
their political opinions. But minorities have no power to elect, and no right 
to have their political opinions represented. These bejong to the majority, 
and must continue to belong to them, until the main principle of the govern¬ 
ment is changed, and the will of the few substituted tor the will.of thb many. 
The truth of this position is fully illustrated in the case of the twelve hun¬ 
dred thousand who voted for Mr Van Buren in the late Presidential election. 
Their votes were as powerless, so far as the result of that election was con¬ 
cerned, as if they had been caStinto the sea; because they were given by a 
minority. Take another illustration: The county of Tuscaloosa n s, in all Re¬ 
spects, one of the most respectable counties in Alabama—the people ot that, 
county, like all others, are divided into parties entertaining different political 
opinions; one of these parties preponderates by a majority of several hundred 
votes, and the consequence is, and properly, according to the geniujs of our 
government, that the dominant party elects all the deiegat'e^ironi that coun¬ 
ty, in both branches of the Legislature, ' . * ■ • j 4 

I have calmly endeavored to view the questions involved in the general 
ticket law, through the light of reason, uninfluenced by any other desire than 
to arrive at a proper conclusion. The true construction of the constitution 
and. a desire to secure the rights of the people of Alabama to their fullest ex¬ 
tent* furnish the only lights by which I have been guided, and constitute the 
only motive by which I have been governed in arriving at the conclusion to ^ 
which I have come, I had experienced no personal disappointment upder 
the district system; and, notwithstanding the motives attributed to me, it is 
impossible I can have views or expectations to gratify under the present svr 
tem. My deliberate judgment tells jibe the present is the true one,, for tr

The act to appropriate the proceeds of the public lands and to grant pre¬ 
emption rights, (as it is styled,) is, m my judgment, the most extraordinarv. 
as well as the most pernicious act ot American legislation; and contains more 
of that subtle poison which is finally to neutralize the power, and destroy the* 
independence ot these States, unless prevented by their constant vigilance, 
than any act passed by Congress since the foundation of the government. 
This measure may, with truth, be said to violate every correct principle that 
could be embraced within its provisions. It violates the constitution, by 
abohsihing a permanent"' source of revenue belongingito the United States;- 
thereby creating a necessity for increasing the duties on imports, which must 
operate unequally, and the weight of which must fall most heavily on the 
southern States. It is no answer to this objection, to say that the act is not 
to operate if it violates the compromise of 1833 —the compromise act is itself 
a violation of the spirit of the constitution. It violates the articles of 
cession from the ceding States to the United States, by distributing that 
which/was intended to be held as a common fund, for the benefit of all the 


States jointly, among the individual States. It is an act of wasteful improvi¬ 
dence to give away three or four millions annually, when the national 
treasury is pennyless, and places Congress under the necessity of borrowing 
money, and taxing the necessities of life, in order tp support the government. * 
It involves the right of Congress to lay and collect taxes for the purpose of 
distributing among the States, in order to make them the pliapt -subjects of 
national ambition and national power—for there is no difference between giv¬ 
ing to the States the existing revenue, thereby creating a necessity for addi¬ 
tional taxes, and laying taxes in the first instance, for the purpose of distribu¬ 
tion. It amounts to the same thing. Congress has no power To make dona¬ 
tions when the treasury is bankrupt; and it is utterly unworthy the character'

By 
reference to the reports of the engineer and the commissioners, the commit¬ 
tee ascertain that there are now twenty obstructions at low water, called 
shoals, between said points. The shoals are formed principally of ledges of 
rock, ot a sott quality, extending, in most instances, nearly or quite across 
the stream. The McGrow shoal, which is just above St. Stephens, is the worst 
obstruction of much obstinacy or importance. This'is the obstruction the 
removal of which Cooper undertook as a contractor- This: is] (thq site on 
which some work has been done in pursuance of the act. Herd Ss tjhe point 
at which the amount appropriated, has been almost entirely ekplended. 

The committee regret to have to report that bht a small portion j>f the a- 
mount.has been spent for labor actually done, on even this portion ofjthe pro* 
posed improvements. It seems that the principal portion of the amojunt was 
paid for preparatory arrangements—axamipations, machinery p &c. highly

well as the report made by the commissioners at loriner sessions. 

Of the twentv -live thousand dollars appropiiated, there is said to be re¬ 
gainin'" onlv lfi or IN hundred dollars, which is in the hands oh the present 
hoard of commissioners—the balance as above stated has been paid out for 
surveys and examinations—lor a dredge boat and other instruments, and ma¬ 
chinery, perhaps unnecessary, as preparatory arrangements. And but little 
more than livoihundred dollars has been paid for work on the river: that five 
hundred dollars or upwards has been paid to John M, Cooper, the undertaker, 
and bv whom the work has been principally executed. 

The obstruction in McCrow’s Shoal has not yet been removed, and if re¬ 
trieved, would not he more than one sixth of the wprk to be done, on the scale 
on which it has been/begum - • - 

That the appropriation therefore is inadequate, needs no further illustra¬ 



tion. 

It may be remarked, however, that Cooper has proposed that he] would be 
willing to complete the excavation as commenced through, the ;\lcGrew’s 
Shoals, for six hundred dollars, provided he can be paid for the w^rk he has 

already done. I , , 

2. As to the utility of the improvement at all, on either plan projected, the 
committee learn that the obstructions consist of numerous shoaljs as above 
mentioned, separated from one to ten miles from each other alongfhe course 
of the river, each of which, in proceeding upwards, has a considerable eleva- 
tion above the one below, and that excavating any one so as to; make t^ie , 
channel overfc deeper and wider, causes an elevation of the next! above, br 
which is the same thing, a fall in the water immediately below, rendering to 
all cases a still deeper excavation necessary in ascending. So 'without pip- 
tendingto a thorough knowledge of the science of engineering, unless some 
plan should M adopted to prevent such an occurrence, such as expensive slope 
walls to elevate or narrow the channel, or the construction of lochs, such as 
are used on canals, ior unless the work should be confined to the rsmova o ;■ 
permanent obstacles, without draining the channel, any great practicable en 
efit to the public may not be expected, 

J. M. Cooper, as appears bya contract between himself ana the boara, under 
date 3d. Sept. 1838, for the sum of-thirteen thousand dollars, undertook to 
remove the obstruction or make a suitable channel at-McGrews Shoals, un¬ 
der very rigid restrictions, which are very distinctly and well denned m the 
contract, by the first day of January, 1840, -There seems to bejsome con¬ 
flict in the evidence as to the manner in which he was prosecuting the work, 
and as to the prospect of its completion under the contract; at all events,

It will readily be seen from the above, that it was a mere suggestion of 
President Jackson, as to the proper mode of disposing of an accumulating 
surplus treasury, a subject at all times of much embarrassment and difficulty. 

Your committee believe that a fair construction of that portion <j).f the mes¬ 
sage above quoted, so far from proving that President Jackson wps in favor 
of the doctrine of distribution, seems to show conclusively, that he entertain¬ 
ed serious doubts on that subject, as to its constitutionality; and that belief is 
much strengthened from the fact that it is understood, that a report was made 
during that session oi Congress, from one of its standing committees adverse 
to the intimation in the message, which met the entire approbation of the 
President, Let it be borne in mind also, that President Jackson!tvas speak- 
ing in relation to a surplus in the treasury. Suppose at that tim^lthere had 
been a deficiency instead of a surplus, no one acquainted with the! principles 
and policy of President Jackson and his ultra abhorrence to any 'project in

The teachers we here designate, of course, introduce into their schools as 
text books, publications by*their friends and acquaintances, or. other authors 
from the same section of the Union; these necessarily to a greater or less ex- , s 
tent, partaking of the character ol biographies or histories affording detailed 
if not partial accounts ol events, manners and men ot their own vicinity, 
while the like topics belonging to a distant locality, receive but a general, 
vague and inaccurate notice, magnify the institutions, events and-men olone 
section, at the expense of the other. ' • d- 

Our school books are chiefly by northern authors, whose leading prejudice ■ 
m general, is hostility to slavery, an absorbing fanaticism that colors almost , • 
every literary product down to the lowest class book. . In this category,.the 
Peter Parley class book may be mentioned as containing whole, chapters. 

factored .with abolitionism, ■ *■ ’ ■ '. 

. Obviously, hooks by southern authors (whether histories, biographies ©r. j 
ordinary text hooks) would be free from all the foregoing objections, and 
your committee entertain no doubt that as soon as teachers are Bed to pre¬ 
fer them, the supply will be adequate to the demand. - : U. .

Yonr committee found upon examination of the various 
laws regulating the State bank and branches, that their powers were con¬ 
fined chiefly to the officers of the State bank; and as no charges of a recent 
date in regard to transactions in that institution, have been preferred, the 
committee did not leel at liberty to set on foot any examination into its pro¬ 
ceedings; they further state that the report made by the commissioners to 
the two Houses, was of so recent a date, that they did not deem it necessary 
tp examine the amount of specie, notes, &c. although clothed with power to 
do so. 

committee take this occasion to say, that the examination annually 
made by the committee, subject to constant interruptions as it is on account 
of other legislative duties, must always he superficial, too much so entirely, 
to enable them- to furnish a definite idea or thorough understanding of tile ac¬
